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■ On February 12, 1972, as RlLhard 
Nixon and hj^ entmirage prepared lo wing 
their way toward Red China on Air Force 
One, an Executive Order numbered 
11C47, which ihe Pre$ident had signed 
two days earlier, appeared in ihe daily 
I Federal Register. With all eyes on i]ie 
precedenFs^ttlng excursion to Mauland, 
this i[ionuinC]nally dangerous Executive 
Order went virtually uncommented in (he 
press. Carrying all the autliOiiLy and 
power ol a law passed by Congress, it was 
every' bit as revolutionary as Mr. Nixon's 
trip to Red China. 

Wilhnut so much as consulting the 
Congress, President Nkon had by LxeciJ- 
Eive Order divided the Untied States into 
ten federal regions to be run by "'Federal 
Regional Councils.” Excused as a new 
means to develop “closer working rela¬ 
tionships between major Federal gram- 
making agencies; and State aiid local 
government/" the Federal Regional Coun¬ 
cils represent a major step toward iheera 
I of Big Bruther predicted by George 
1 Orwell. 


Executive Order 11647 creates, along 
with the ten regions, ten sub^capltals 
thiough witich the federal bureaucrats 
Will reign over ihe imiives. The Order 
Slates: 

“There is hereby established a Federal 
Regional Coiuici! for eucli of the ten 
standard Federal Regions. Each Council 
shall be cumposed of the directors of the 
regional offices of the Department of 
l^abcir, of Health, Education, and Welfare, 
and Housing and Urban Development, the I 
Secretaxidl Representative of the Depart¬ 
ment of TransportatJOTip and the directors 
of the regitmal offices of the Office of 
Eeoiioniie Opportunity, the Environ^ 
mental Protection Agency, and the l,aw 
Enforecineiit Assistance AditiiiiistJnitioii. 
The President shall designate one member 
of each such Council as Chairman of that ^ 
CouiiciJ and such Chairman shall serve at 
the pleasure of the President. Repressnta- ’ 
lives of the Office of Managemeni and 
Budget may participate in any delibera¬ 
tions of each Cuuiidl.. . 

This Executive Order had been ' tele- 
graphed"’ on March 27, 1969, in a policy I 
stutenient by FfOfessor Daniel P Moyni- 
han, then a top Prcsideniial advisor. 
fb-urcKsor Moynihaii, who is a former 
chairman of the Fabian Socialists' Ameri¬ 
cans for Democratic Action, told news- 
niCEi at u press conference that (he crea- 
tion of Federal Regional Councils "has 
been something Presidentx have been try¬ 
ing to pul iiuo effect for almost twerny 
years now/" And Daniel Moynihan's assist 
( 3 nt added: '"No President hax ever been 
willing to bite the bullei. Now we have 
done so “ 

The division of our countly into feder- 
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a I regions was so radical a siep tliai 
licitlier John Kennedy nor Lyndon John¬ 
son Iiad dared make ihc move. M took a 
Richard Nixon lo so hypnolize the Amcr- 
kaii public ihal our very form of govern¬ 
ment could be diaiijited without elidting 
so much as a yawn. 

But what is so radical and revolation- 
ary about ei^tablisiiing ten federril regionsV 
Are tliey not just a mechauisni for ''ini- 
piuving the delivery system"' for federal 
programs? After alL ws have Federal 
Reserve Disidets and Fedctu) District 
Courts. Wc seem to have survived them. 
Why be excited over Federa] Regional 
Counciis? Read on Macduff 

Fhe Federd Regional Councils arc pail 
of something variously known as Region¬ 
al Government, Metropolitan Covern- 
menc, or In a iiutshell, Metro ja 

tJic governing of an are:! or region by a 
central body of ‘"experts"' plamiers 
who are usually appointed and ve$icd 
with great powers^ and who arc not 
directly accnunlahte to the people. 

Me 110 policies, and programs, goals and 
methods, appear in a variety of forms 
designed to deal with varying slate and 
local l-^ws But the basic strategy involves 
merging and consolidation of local city or 
tnwn governments into a larger area 
governmciU.* Cities are merged with otii' 
cr cities and/or with a county. The 
counties arc merged with other counties,

I'he legions of Metro promoters^ 
dubbed ‘hnetrocrats” by oulumnlst Hind¬ 
man, are aUlier governmem bureaucrats 
out liuckstciing the wonders of a myriad 
federally funded programs, or tliey arc 
comieuted with one of the organiziitjoiis 
collectively known as ‘Thirteen-Thir- 
teen.'" Thirteen-Thirtecn is at once an 
idea, a ‘"movement,’" and u cleaiiiigliou^ 
address. The term is applied to the 
complex by its own people, and is used to 
designate twen(y-Two separate organiza¬ 
tions with heavily lEiterlocking officers^ 
directors, and trussee$ - all headquaf’ 
tered in a building erected to house them 
at 1313 East SLxlietli Sueet in Chicago. 
The huildirig is located on land provided 
by the University of Chicago and was 
built with funds given for tite purpose by 
the Rodvcfcllcrs. Out of this headquarters 
operate the ‘'planners” and social engi¬ 
neers of Metro - men and women who 
feel they are a class apart: people keeperii 
who see their role in life as that of 
managers of lioi polloE.f

lion divided into twenty-two divisions^ 
each ptirsuing a separate socialist program 
aim ad al promoting Metro government.

are that your own city manager and other 
cily, county, and state officials are mem¬ 
bers of one or more of these organiza¬ 
tions, subscribe to Tliirteen-ThirLeen pub¬ 
lications, have been trained by the Metro 
staff, Di luve aLtended one of its i^emin- 
ars. 

The vast ThirLeen-Thirleen operation 
requires, and spends, great sums of mon^ 
ey. Who finances it? Who would be 
interested in promoting regional amalga' 
maliun pursnanl In elimination of gov¬ 
ernments below the federal level? 

Students of the operations of Estab¬ 
lishment /nsrrJeo will not be surprised to 
learn that the Rockefeller clan has been 
the major sugar daddy uf the Metro 
movemeiU. The Laura Spelman Rockefel- 
kr Memorial created the Spetman Fund 
in 102S, with capital of ten EiiUiion 
dollars, and it has received further capital 
from the R{}ckefeller FoundatioiL Ac¬ 
cording to the Fund's annual report of 
1947-194S: "The Spelman Fund assumed 
aa its Timjoi lesponsibllily an SAplOration 
of the possibilities of cooperalion with 
public bodies for the improve merit of 
public administration.'" The report also 
speaks of the Fund's role tn creating 
Thirlecn-Thirlecn:

The report of the Rockefellers' Sfpelmon 
Fund adds: “The Public Administralton 
Clearing House ... has no members and 
no independent means of support." 

FurLher bankrolling of ThirLecn- 
Thirieen has since been provided by such 
perennial cornucopias uf the Left as Lhe 
Carnegtc Corporal Ion, the Julius Rosen- 
wald (Sears Roebuck Company) Fund, 
and the Russell Sage Foundation. But, as 
with most Insider projects, the primary 
funding now comes from the Ford Foun¬ 
dation. Ford hs.^ poured lens of millions 
of dollars into scores, possibly hundreds, 
of regional governmeiil projects. 

Jt i$ no coincidence that it is Ihesc 
same foundaliuiis which have finaneed 
the Establishment Insiders' Cotincil on 
Foreign Relations.. The C.F.R.'s primary 
objective is ihe creation of a World 
GnvErnmEnl. The replacement of local 
goveEniiients by regional governments is 
llie domestic version of the same pro¬ 
gram, by wliich socialism is to be used as 
a means to control ihe people from 
ceniral headquarters. 

WliE.m the Reece Congressional 
Committee was charged with Investigating 
the tax-free foundations, its chief invest]- 
gator Norman Dodd personally inter¬ 
viewed It. Rowan Gaither Jr,, then presi- 
dciU of the giujiL Ford Foundation. 
Gaither blithely admitted to Dodd that the 
purpose to which the Ford Foundation

by H. Rowan Gaither Jr., then president of the Ford Foundation. Gaither told 
chief investigator Norman Dodd of the Reece Committee that the purpose to 
which the Ford FoimdatJon would be api^lcd “was to so alter American soeicty 
tliat it eould be cum fort ably merged with that uf the Soviet Union/* Ford ^nts 
to Thirteen-Thhteen support that purpose by finandog Metro collecrivism. 
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would be applied Lo so Amen* 
can society that it could be comfojlably 
merged wilh lhat of the Soviet Union/* 
keglonal governnieni h a niaioi and 
rtcccssary ^leji toward th^t merger. Its 
objective is to prepare out economy to be 
merged efficiently wilh tJiat of the 
U S .S R. by placing all authority in the 
liands of the elite planners. 

For those who have sought to create 
the New World Order abroad and the 
New^ Socieiy ai home, rhe unique Ameri- 
tai] form of government - spedncally 
the division of powers between I be 
Legislative, Executive, and Judicial 
branches; and between federal, state, and 
local units of government - has been an 
almost iiisuntiOLLiitablc obstacle. To over¬ 
come this system of checks and balances, 
schemes had to he devised which appear 
to ameliorate problems, but which result 
III the concentration of more and more 
power in the Executive brancli of tiie 
federal governmenT. Indeed^ we have been 
unable to find li single piece of IcgislaEion 
passed hy Congress during the la$i four 
decades timt Ims not done this — includ¬ 
ing Mr. Nixon's vaunted "revenue 
sliariiig" program, which is ballyhooed as 
doing exactly the opposite. 

“Aftei nearly twelve years in Com 
gress/' said John Ashbrook of Ohio, ‘'I 
continually witness a gap between tEie 
stated inteniion and the real goal, be¬ 
tween ihe alleged J3nd the actual, between 
the reported and the unreperted ...." 
Americans would do well to keep Con¬ 
gressman Aslib rook's ob^rvation in 
iTiind, as w^ll as these words of the 
sagacious T'lio-mas Jefferson: "When all 
governments slur 11 be drawn to Washing¬ 
ton, the center of power, it will 
become venal and oppressive.^" 

American government was built upon 
the political theory of divided sovereignty 
— the concept known aji a republic. Tlie 
Constitution declared that "The United 
S>tate$ shall guarantee to every State in 
I his Union, Republican Form of Gov- 
crnmcnL ...." The law books say that a 


"‘Republican Form of Gevernmertt” is a 
government of elected representatives^ 
wherein no basic power of government can 
be withJield by appointees. Metro is de¬ 
signed to reverse this system, [l is go vein- 
menl by an elite corps of experts. These 
metrocrat appointees replace or sawsume 
authority over locaJly elected officials. 

It i:> a lioury cliche that you c^n't fight 
City I Jail. Sometimes that has been true, 
but there have been a lot of City Hall 
g^ngs unceremoniously dispatched hy the 
voters to tiie rarrks of the unemployed. It 
is nonetheless a fact that when City Hall 
is run by appointed bureaucrats you are 
not likely to receive satisfactlori. You 
have a complaitU. You take it lu your 
friendly local bureaucrat. He may even be 
sympathetic. But he explains to you that 
Lhe matter is out of his hands. Just where 
the jurisdiction lies to deal with your 
problem is hard to determine. Your town 
government has now been merged with 
ten others inlo exurntywide governmeTU. 
The county governmeiU has its own rules 
and reguJaiions, and then there are the 
federal guidelines eslabilslied by the Fed¬ 
eral Regional District. Your only recoiirse 
Is to bang the metrocrar over the head 
with s copy of ^ 

prospect which h seldom productive. 

Our Constitutional Republic was ba^d 
upon the nde of law^ not on the whim^ of 
buteaucrats. But, di we lidve seen, re- 
^onal government reverses the process. 
With regional goveriiiinents becoming 
more and more enmeshed with the feder¬ 
al government tiuougit Urban RenewaL 
the Model Cities Program, air and water 
pollution control, road con^lrucEioii^ 
"aid” 10 law enforceEuent, transportation 
comrol, War on Poverty programs, man¬ 
power (raining, welfare^ and a ton of 
other schemes, IocltI goveinineiu is being 
turned into an administrative arm of the 
federal bureaucracy. 

The iiiajiy fedeisJ bureaus with which 
you must now deal operate on general 
grartEs of power given to them by Con¬ 
gress at their c rear ion. But Congress lets 
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the bureaus set up tiieii own day-to-day 
pTocerfures by non-statULOry aduiinlstra^ 
live rutes and rcgEilalinns that carty the 
force of law. This is nearly ibe same 
sitnatioi], except at a lower level, as ihft 
one we discussed eailiei whereby the 
President issues Executive Orders that 
aniount to royal decrees. Metro admini¬ 
strators, armed with these adininistraLivc 
rules and regulations, run thsir fiefdoms 
with all the impunity of the agents of 
King George HI The Declaration Of 
I ndependence eiles the arbiirary power of 
such '"swarms of officers" as one of our 
grievances against England. Today we are 
enthroning precisely the system against 
wliicli our colonial forebeani once re¬ 
belled. 

Closely related to the re placemen! of 
our Cons tit utionu] system of rule by law 
with rule by bureaucratic edict is the 
n]giunal government policy nf disregard¬ 
ing state lines. Oiic of the major checks 
and balances (or "‘counterveiling pow¬ 
ers"') established by the Constitution in 
the Tenth Amendment was the retention 
of all powers, not sped Heal ly given to the 
federal government, in the hands of the 
states and the people. This makes for 
sovereign states whose internal affairs are 
Llieir own business. But by Lying federal 
grants to the new federal regf^ris, each nf 
wliJch encoenpusses u number of slates, the 
Slate lines are made to have no more 
meaning Mian iraffic lights in Mew York 
City. 

The attitude of Metro proponents to¬ 
wards the states is ty pi lied by ihc Councf] 
for Economic Development, an important 
study group closely tied with the Council 
cm Foreign Relations.* In one of its 
studies on local govemmetit^ the C.H.D. 
declares: 

Fiscal resHtics fiav^c modifleff rhe 
legal coni:f^pf thai the static are the 
fou^ilaitt source of ail govcmmcntal 
power. The smes created the rw-

tlai pt^wers. The powers of local 
mdts were also granted hv fhe 
states. Readslically, however capa- 
hiliiy of resptmse to public 
0!d adequate finatwml re^iources 
take precedence over legal Theory. 

The stales seem less ''sovereign" 
mth 20% of their Total atmual 
revenues drawn from the /ederal 
treasury^ 

The point is that the sovereigjuy of 
iha states is meant to diminish as the 
percentage of annual revenue received 
from the federol government rises. Tins 
explains the real purpose behind ""revenue 

sharing^' and similar Metro-backed pru^ 

posals. 

Ironically, some Metro programs are 
promoted under the gtiise of increasing 
the power of the slates, others purpon to 
increase Lhe jurisdiction of ihe cminiies, 
while others are said to increase the 
independence of cities. In each case Met¬ 
ro plays the bigger guvernmeni against 
the smaller^ the objective being to central' 
lie power at an ever higher level. The 
purpose is to place all power in the hands 
of the federal government and to turn 
stale, county, and city goveriiirieiits into 
administrative cogs in one big bureaucrat¬ 
ic machine. Metro is a mechanism for 
changing a limited Constitutional Repub^ 
he into an iinlimited autocracy without 
altering tlie apparent form of our govern¬ 
ment. The Stare of Kansas will siill exist. 
The City of Seattle will siill exist. The 
County of Los Angeles will siill exist. Bui 
ilieii independence will not. Our eniire 
form of governmeni will have eliaiigcd. 
And we hardly need remind you ihai 
when a government is nm by bureaucratic 
edicts which for all practical purposes 
can not be reversed by the people, dicta¬ 
torship exists. 

You doubt that it will happen? You 
iliink this is an exaggeration? Think

Revenue where bureaucrut^ acl uii pro^e- 
cutor. jEiiJgE, and jury. 

Conirol over taxaliun is a very impor- 
tanl aspect of ihe Metro moveiiienL 
rhnmas Jefferson advised us long ago 
that llie power to tax is the power to 
destroy. We migJit. add Limt the power to 
lax is also the power to control. That is 
why MelEO units arc eager to get thfiJr 
hands on the power to tax. One of their 
main aiguments Is Lhat the big ctiy 
politicianji, through vote-buytng welfare 
schemes, have ciiaiLed productive La.\pay- 
ers to the suburbs leaving the central 
cities betwEcn a fiscal rock and a Bnancial 
hard place. The woebegone taxpayer who 
accepts Metro taxation to improve the 
tax baKc for the cities Is then caught 
between a vice of rising taxes levied by 
regional government (often raised to ob¬ 
tain inarching federal grants), and in^ 
creased federal taxes lo finance Lhe myri¬ 
ad federal programsaid Lo be designed to 
'"improve the quality of life” at the city, 
county, and state level. Voters can still 
deal with the problem at tlie fcdcial level 
because Congress controls the purse 
strings- but, in the local Metro areas^ 
taxes can be set by inelrucrats in what 
amounts to taxation without representa¬ 
tion. 

While taxation is used lo make a direct 
attack on privale property, it is not the 
only such attack iimde by the metroerats. 
The Metro Pianners have used their foun- 
[buion grants to develop a variety of pro¬ 
grams to control and confiscate private 
property. One of the most successful is Ur* 
buii Renewal, and such ieluted schemes 
as Public Housing and Model Cities. 
Promotion of these programs has long been 
a priority for the organisations based at 
ThiFteen-Thirteen. It was their lobbying 
Uiat first put [he federal foot in the door of 
local b[}UKing when they persuaded Con¬ 
gress to pass the Title I Housing Act of 
1949, CAtabLishiTiK federal financing for 
slum clearance and redevelopment. The 


Hou.'iing Act of 19S4 brnadened the pro¬ 
visions of Title I to include not only slum 
clearance but slum prevention. 

Then, in 1954, the Warren Court 
produced a swamp of sociological Juiia- 
prudencE giving unlimited power to tlie 
government to nQizc anything it wanted 
through the formerly very limited '"right 
of eminent domain,” According to the 
Supreme Court, the government could 
use emineni domain to seize any piece of 
property it wuiited. Karl Marx proposed 
this concept somewhat differently- He 
said it in German. The Court blasted 
seifhh owners who might not want their 
property, in many c-a^es the product of a 
lifetime of work and saving, sei/.cd to 
satisfy the whijns of bureaucrats. The 
Court staied:

One would have ihoughi that associa- 
lions of property owners would have held 
court and pul the Warren gang on trial 
with Judge Lynch presiding. They did not 
becsiusc Uibim Renewal amounted to a 
federal subsidy for realtors (appraisals are

building;), for constniclinn Tvorker$ and 
contraclpfs^ ajid foi lawyers who defend¬ 
ed the pracilce witf^ great vigor. Tlie 
Cliuioberii of Commerce fnved it, And no 
one said that compulsory Urban Renewal 
is nothing but politically legalised theft. 

Besidcii the immorality of Urban Re¬ 
newal, it is also a nionumeiLtal flop from 
the standpoint of the ""hunianitariaji" 
purposes that were ascribed to it by the 
Tltifteen-Thirleen lobbyists. During the 
nineteen-year period from its incepiiun to 
the end of January 15^68p Urban Renewal 
has depleted ifie nation^s housing supply 
by 315p45l units. Only 124J7S replace¬ 
ment dwellings were buUi, but 439,626 
were demolished under Urban Renewal 
programming. 

During this period^ $7.1 billion wa.^ 
spent on titese projects. Over a mitHon 
people and an uncounted number of 
small neighborhood businesses have beei^ 
the victims of the federal bulldozer. 
Who weeps for them? Private land wliich 
Urban Renewal confiscates from hapless 
owners is divided by the bureauciats 
between public and private interests. 
About sixteen percent has remained tax- 
exempt ill public owneiship (laising Ic^ 
cal taxes) while valuable acreage is sold 
ai cut-rate prices to privilegEd interests 
wliich build higlMise office compLexes 
and shopping centers rather than hous¬ 
ing. Meanwhile the former rexidents of 
the are^i find it harder and harder to 
locate alternativE Jow-cost housing. This 
leads to over-crowding in adjacent-areas. 
It has in some oases (Cleveland, for 
example) been blamed as a contributing 
factor in inassive rioting. 

With the creatinn of ihe Department 
of Housing and Urban DcvctopmcnE 
(H.U.D.), atid the passage of the Model 
Cities Act, the Urban Renewal concept 
went regumaC Model CiEiC!; programs 
now involve 150 cities - or, to be more 
accurate, areas - forcing regional gov^ 
crnment by tying federal funds to its 
creation. Such payoffs became necessary 
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because, despite aJl of the pru-Meiro 
propaganda about the wonders of gov¬ 
ernment by certifiL'd wizards^ whenever 
Metro governniem was offered on the 
local ballot, voters almost always re¬ 
jected it by a ratio of iwo to one, tt 
took promises of ^Tree'' federal funds to 
overcome their better judgment. 

Under Title fl of the Omnibus Cities 
Bill of l%6 the Metro tRic - all 
applications for federal aid under ten 
programs to provide sewers, cons!ruction 
of hospitals, highways, libraries, airports, 
must laion be submitted for rec¬ 
ommendation Lo a Metro government 
before they are forwarded lu Wsah 
ington. The Metro government to which 
the applications are tu he submitted 
must be a joint planning body for the 
ccrtlral city and suburbs.* As a result, 
the big city Urban Renewal projects 
tiave been Integrated with the suburbs, 
forcing scattered-site'' public housing 
upon quiets formerly pleasant, suburban 
communliies. Just as with busing, Pres¬ 
ident Nixon decries what his own [ap¬ 
pointees are doing,, but be lets them go 
right on doing It. 

Taxation and the direct seizure of 
property are not the only ways in which 
the iTietrociats attack private property. 
Thifieen-Thlrteen literature boasts of 
plans to use practices common in Urban 
Renewal and Model Cities programs to 
place complete control of all land In the 
Uni ted States in the hands of Metro. 
Now, whenever land is even temporarily 
held by Metro Authority, land-use con¬ 
trols are applied by covenants which 
pass with the land. Forever after, that 
land is subject to the control of the 
Metro PlannErs. Robert C. Weaver, for¬

ty leaders, leacheis, liOcial workens^ and 
the p[}tice; and to accept federal gulde^ 
lines concerning health, education, em¬ 
ployment, recreation, and housing, Tlie 
Me I TO Planners also have an abiding inter' 
eiil in the police. Not only do they 
promote sensitivity training for the local 
constabulary, they often require the es¬ 
tablishment of the highly discredited 
'"civilian review boards," Even before 
II,U,D. became involved, Thirteen- 
Tliirtccn pushed for consohdatioii of 
local police departments and sheriffs 
offices into metropolitan potice forces 
under a political appointee responsible to 
a Metro manager, A manual published by 
the International City Managers Assoeia- 
tion of 1313 East Sixtieth Street, Chka 
go, slates: 

7he poifee fwiction should be 
administered through a regtdar city 
departtnent headed by a police 
chief direetty responsible to the 
chief administrator of the city 
[]Tianagcr| ,, _ Appofnrntem of 
the fyohee chief should be tmde by 
the chief adminisirttfor of the city 
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. ,. rather than by a separate board, 

commission, or ihc city couttciL 

One :5hould keep in mind that among 
the federal bureaus that will have offices 
i[] each of Richard Nixon's Lcn regional 
districts is the Law Enforcement Asds- 
tance Administration (L,E,A,AJ, Only 
those who are still moist behind their 
hearing apparatus will doubt that 
L,E-A.A,, working ihrough the federal 
sub^eapitals^ is Nboring tu prudncc re¬ 
gional police as a step toward a federal 
pohoe force, Wlien they start recruiting in 
one region for duly in another region, or 
begin the transfer of police from one 
regioji to another, you will know that 
I 'edcop is here. Loss of jurisdiction and 
contnil over onr local police is a certain 
step toward Orwell's 1984, 

But this is only p3rl of what is 
involved wlieii one recalls that in addition 
to Executive Order 11647 of February 
10, 1972, and the Revenue Sharing Act 
That has given the federal governmenl 
dictaLoiial power in setting guidelines for 
our local Lommunities, we also face Exec¬ 
utive OrdEr 114yu of October 30, 1969, 
“A^i^igning Eincigency Preparedness 
Functions to Federal Departmenls.'' This 
Order, dkcusxed ut length in Alan Slang's 
article beginning on page one. cm powers 
RegEunal Council members, under the 
color of law^ to control all food supply, 
money and credit, trajisporiation, com¬ 
munications, public utilities, hospituN, 
and other essential faceis of human exis^ 
tence, 77itfr is what regtonal governmeni 
really nieans! 

America has genuine urban problems, 
But regiGnati/ration can hardly be cited as 
a solution so long as communities can 
voluntartly contra cl with eacii other to 
work together in their solution. SucEi 
things ax firc^ police, or trash collection 
services, for instance, can be shared by 
contract, Pollutioi] problems eaii be 
solved by state legislatures and the courts 
— so lltat jf someone lx pouritig biewage in 
your drinking water, you can settle the 
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matier in court. Curing polluUon hardly 
ihc abuliliun of uur Consiitu- 
lional Republic. But the ii^euocrut;^ aie 
iiol interested m ihese genuine solutions, 
they are after poiver. They arc working to 
carry oul what [he Ford Foundaiion's 
Rowan Gaither de^eribed as the plan to 
mergE the United Slates wiih the Soviet 
Union.* 

The Metro conspiracy miade grea[ ad¬ 
vances with ihc aid of Presidents Eisen- 
liower+ Keiniedy^ and Johnson, bill its 
tiitimph awaited the Administration of 
Richard Nixon. Mr. Nixon was the first to 
“bite the bullet” and create the ten 
federal regions os part of liis '"New 
Federalism'"... a lakeover which he de¬ 
scribes as part of a "New Amertcart 
Revolution." U miglil more accurately be 
described as a "'counter revolution" to

And Richard 
Nixuii nieuiui business. Waslungton cob 
uinni$t Richard Wilson informs us ihai 
the *'new federalism ... is an obsc.ssiun 
with him." ironically^ Mr. Nixon's col¬ 
lectivist obsession is being sold to Lite 
public as deceniralixaiion. The PresSdeni 
has proclaimed:
